Pekin, May 20.—Three American 
officers, Majors Powell, Allen and 
Solomon, were taken to a mountain 
near the stronghold of the 
brigands today, and an ultimatum 
sent out that these officers would pay 
with their lives unless the bandits’ 
demands were complied with imme- 
diately.

DR. CHARTES F. BROOKS, 


Secretary American Meteorological 
Society, says: 
May May Backslide. 

In temperate America May 
rarely fails to have its spell of 
cold weather. The same condition 
exists in Central Europe, where 
the cold period is known as 
Kalteruchfalle, the return or 
“backslide’ of cold. In_ the 
United States the Mississippi val- 
ley averages colder in the winter 
than the Atlantic states, but in 
the spring the center of the con- 
tinent heats up more quickly, un- 
til the expansion makes an over- 
flow to the northeastward, over 
the regions of Hudson bay and 
eastern Cgnada, the Labrador 
current and the Grand _ Banks, 
which are still icily cold from 
their snowfields and vast expanses 
of ice.

(. After looking through the rules 

carefully, 1 find in a footnote to rule 
15 that a player is allowed to take 
a practice swing after his ball in 
play, a club length or more away 
trom the ball. Does that mean that 
he is penalized if he takes such a 
swing in the rough less thun that dis- 
tance from the L..Il? 
_ A. No. That note is merely put 
in as a guide to avoid disputes where 
a player is taking a practice swing. 
There is no penalty if he takes a prac- 
tice swing within a foot of his ball, 
so long as he does not violate the 
rules with reference to bending or 
breaking anything, pressing down the 
ground or high grass, or doing any- 
thing that would in any way improve 
the lie of his ball. 

(. Are there any conditions under 
which a player can lift a ball out 
of a hazard and tee i up or drop it? 
If 80, what is the penalty for doing 
so? 

A. A player can lif. « ball from 
any place on the course, if he con- 
siders that it has an unplayable lie. 
If he lifts thus in match play, he 
has to go back to wheie the previous 
stroke was played and play again, los- 
ing stroke and distance. If such 
stroke was made from the tee. le 
can tee up again: otherwise he must 
drop. In medal play, he can either 
do as explained above. or if he pre- 
fers, he can tee up back of the hazard 
under a penalty of two strok-s. 

(). A claims that if a player's ead- 


die stops his ball in a medal round, 
the player loses a stroke. B says he 
loses two strokes, because in match 
play. he would lose the hole, and that 
wher the penalty is loss of a hole in 
match play, it is two strokes in medal. 
Which is right? 

A. A is right. Generally speak- 
ing, a violation of the rules that 
means loss of the hole in match play 
carries a penalty of two strokes in 
medal play. But rule 9, Special Rules 
for Stroke Play, covers this case spe- 
cifically and provides a penalty of one 
stroke. Of course, if the player's cad- 
die happens to be standing at the 
hole and stops the ball, the loss is 
two strokes, provided the ball was 
played from twenty yards or less of 
the hole.
